Cottu tended to diseredit
it—first, by the expostve of its insineerity in
the conduet of the Panmma investigations, and
socond, by convieting it of gross partisanship
in making a political vse of official functions
against tho membeis of the Right,  As the
witness's aceount of the negotintions opened
with her from the detective office was cor-
roborated by Goliard and So‘noury, the action
of the Govermment in ordering prosocutions
and then in smothering investigation, and in
attempiing 1o extont evidence against politieal
opponents was apparently fatally eompiomived.
The resignation of the Minister of Justies el
he explained in one of two ways, Hither he
had been thrown over hy his colleagnes, or
else e considered that they had betiaved him
by secret plots of which he was kept in igno-
1nee. In either event the resignation -
paited the Government's authority in a coitical
session when the Royalists and  Donlangists
united in a determined assanlt upon 1 and
when its sapporters were dazed and disheart-
The pallerics at the Palais Dourlon
were filled with an excited ass mbligs, whioh
was looking momentarily v the downfall of
the Minfstry. Dot us useal it was the unes-
pected that happened. and the Government re-
cived a vate of confidence.

The explanation of this remavkable result
lies in tha fact that not enly M. Ribot and his
associates, but the Republicin leaders as woll
have been driven into a comner, where they ;,,.-:

trary to law. As the detectives assumed the
entire responsibility of their proposals to Mme.
Cottn, the Minister's defence was regarded as
satisfactory both in court and in the Chamber.
M. Ribot followed him with a counter-charge
that Mme. Cottu had been laying tuaps for the
Government, and with a furious onslanght upon
the eonspiratars who in a‘tacking the Giovern-
ment were secking to destroy Republican in-
«t.tutions and to compass the disruption of the
country.

TAE CHICAGH SWITCHMEN.

the leaders in labor movements t» sdize the
apportnity offercd by the Chicago Expesiion
to enforee the demands of exrtain railroad em-
ployes by tying up all the raileoads and para-
Iyzing the transportation business eenting at
Chicazo has been entirely abandoped,  Un-
forimataly for the real intorests of the labor:
ing men directly and indiroctly cmespned in
theso movements, many of the leaders whom
they trust atd whose counsels they [ollow are
hethieaded and rash, wihout discrotion or fae
ight o agitatoes who gain a livelibood oy fo-
menting quareels berween employers and em-
ployed s or henest bt ill-anformed  men of
hasty tempers who procced npon the theory that
Botween eapital and labor war is the natural
solurion. and that the only sclation of difi-
culties and diffcreness is in the strength of
numbers and vio'eat demonsteations. The i
thience of these en has been almost invanahly
evih,  Tn the long catalogue of strikes auld boy-
cotts which they have ineited it will be found
that net  ne inoa hundreed has reseled in any -
thinz but hardship and ss 1o the strikers.

I this case it was serions’y proposed in orde
1o enfores a demand for higher wages on the
part of one class of workmen onoraileoads t
hring the business of tripspertation of the
whole couatiy paetically to a deal standstill ;
ta stop every wheel, arrest the movement of
freight and the conveyance of passengers, de
vange the husiness of the country and inflic
enormous bss upon eapital, with equal less and
greater hawdship upon men who live by Tihoo
411 this for the benetit of & elass who can hard
Iy he called skilled workmen, whese places
coald Lo filled with little difticalty if the nat
ral law of supply and demand wers left 1y ats
logitimate and peaccful operation.  The simple
statement of eonscgaences which these leadors
proposed to entail. not upon the employers
alon: azainst whom they have their grovanes
hut against the whole esmmunity, is safficient
to show the madpess and blindness of the
action they theeatoned. Nothing coald T more
rockloss: nothing so well ealealated to drive
away from the strikers the sympathy of the
public. upon which they must i the end de-
I sl for support @ nothing =0 abzolutely sm-
cidal. Yot the Fact remains that with all their
oxperience of  disastrons  falares, the  labor
assocdatioms continue under the leadorship of
the same blind guides to go the same round of
futile uprisings, violent  demonstrations  amd
fatal experimonts. A siguificant fact in con-
peetion with these movements, which has ofton
been vemarked upon, is that the elass of rail
rosd employes whese oecupation calls L«
higher order of intelligenes, for sobwiety  of
character, e lness of judgment and sense of
rosponsibility—we rofir to the locomative en
gineers—do not 45 a pule engage in thee dem-
onsteations,  Thoir disererion and  gowd sense
have freguently servad as a cheek upon the
ashnss and Lo lacdin ss of their less intelli
gent ascocites in the mechunica]l department
of ratlroad o) erution.

The mistake of the more violent and demon
strative of the labor associations is in dele-
gating so much power and eonceding s much
influence U irvesponsible and mischicyeus ‘el
ers. who live upon onwholesome agitation and
e a0 business of stirving up stife in wiaich
others are always the sufferers, and they arve
never losers.  When the members of these
associations 2ot to a point whers they will take
the time and teouble to think and reason for
themselves, they will sce that thore can be no
stich thing as @ suecessful steike on the plan
proposed by the Chicago switchmen, 1t in-
voelves too many interests, puts too much in
rerd. When a whole community is taken by
the threat and ondered to stand stdl until tl:l.l'
clivs of employers ¢omplies with the demand of
another elass of employes, it may subject the
commuity 10 tamporary inconvenienee, but ia
the end it will go hard with the as-ailauts,

A TRICK THAT FAILED.

When the Tammany leaders consented to et
Congress ennet o Nationdd Quarmntine law under
pressure of publie opinion Dr, Jenkins was ap-
prently consoled for some prospective loss of
power by a promise that his term of offiee
should be lengthened, At all events, the Tam-
many Senate at Albany yesterday made a stren-
nous and almest sneeessful effort 1o piss a hill
prolonging the Health Officer’s official life to
five years.

L holds was demonstrated nnder the attentive
gazn of the world last summmer, and some of the
mest eminent members of kis ovn profession
have sinee ceitilied 1o the fas, after a eareful
and imyparial inve-tigation,  Neither by tom-
perament nor attainments s he goalified 19
gnard this great gatewny to a continent against
diseasc. Ilc was not assigned to that task be-

' cause of any professional or personal merits,

actual or snpposed, but because of a family
connection which, on Tammany principles, en-
titled him t» *a good thing.” [Te has re-
poatedly complained of injustics on the part uf
the press, hut he has no right to make such
complaints,  The troth is that he has been
treated with remarkable lenjency, as he well

knows,

‘I'his is the person for whisa special benefit
the Democ:a‘ic Senate yestorday mndertonk to
push through a vicious bill by a disgrac ful
trick, ‘Thanks to the manliness and detarmina-
tion of Senator Brown and the help of Sena‘ors
Floyd-Jones and Edwards, who refused t) sane-
tion such @ manosuvre by their own paity. tho
Tammany schome was temporarily defratd
aftor seeming to be on the pomt of passing.
The Senate was then adjonrned by the dreiding
vite of the Lientenant-Governor, but the af-
fempt will be renewed.  We doubt. however,
if it ecan snceerd under present  conditions,
Thero is reason at least to helieve that it will
not be earried through by means of @ parlia-
mentary trick. The game will be watched vory
closely hereafter.

It is quite wrae that Tammany cares little
for appearaness ; hut there are some indieations
of growing popular disznst with the shabby
tyranny of that organization, and wo doubt if
its assumption that Dr. J-nkins must be taken
enve of indefinitely will tend to allay this feel-
ing. It dex not scem to us that Dr. Jenkins
is any longer an issue,  Ile has been adjudi-
eated 3 net altogether to his own satisfcion,
but guite in accordance with the views of the
community. Democratie lraders may prrtaps
hefore the end of the session be able ty con-
firm him in the possession of his present emali-
ments for an estended term, but it will be
good policy for them to do this as decently
and in as good order as pussible, if they are
going to do it at all,

mior, and the British Government has expired
by limitation, and the Col mial Government is
asan called upon by the Downing strect ofti-
cinls to penew 1. This the Lezislature of Nes-
foundland shows no disposition ty do. Sir
William Whit=way has a trosiworthy majority
for every other purpose than the passage of
another enforcement ael.  But in this matier
his own party rohels, and has finally met his
impassioned  demands with an owve rwhelming
majerity denying them. The Lezislature claims
that in pacsing the original eaforecment aet it
was decoived, even tricked, into the boliof that
Gireat Britain would pelieve it of the treaty, o
at least allow the conrt interpreiing it to he
vompesed of Newfoudland judges. Tt will no
longer agiee to be its awn eseedtioner, Lr the
French shore autimge is ty he indelinitely ¢m-
tended, it will Bt be with the conseat of the
coleny.

In taking this position the colonial legis-
ltors bave acted with noomore than ordinary
pradence and eommon sense,  The elims i
France upon the coast of Newfonndhoead are

vigorously  opposial by them hecause  the
sitaticn in view of which they were allowed
g Loneer exists bt has been replaesd, by

erous rosourees with which Nature has endowed
them.  Mareover, Prance makes no use of the
rights she claims.  =he does not fish in the
waters of the west shoro, becanse there are no
tish there.  Her tishermen do not Liwd on the
shore ta dry their fish, because they have no
fish tyvdry. They do not eat tmber, beoiuse
they bave no use for it All their allbged
richts are ont of date and of o practical avail
Their claim is perpetvated for no other pur-
than to foree the Newfoundlanders to
supply them with bait for use in the bank tish-
ery under conditions which wonld give them a
great advantage for the sale of their fish over
the Newfonndlanders themselves in all the Eu-
ropeatt mark ots, 5

Great Dritain has oot dealt with her oldest
colony in the matter of this treaty fairly or
frankdy. It woulil be casily possible ty ger rild
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of it. The troub'e is that the British Govern-
ment s studionsly and  wrongfully  subordi-
